Two  BYU  Officials 
Given  Church  Jobs 


BYU  Turns  Down  1500  New  Students, 
Space  Utilization  Reaches  90  Per  Cent 


In  a pre-school  faculty  meeting 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  told 
professors  BYU  found  it  necessary 
to  turn  down  1,500  prospective  stu- 
dents for  this  fall’s  classes. 

President  Wilkinson  said  day- 
time enrollment  will  be  20,000  stu- 
dents instead  of  19,500  as  previous- 
ly announced. 

HIGH  UTILIZATION 

The  president  acknowledged 
that  the  additional  500  students 
would  cause  a strain  on  BYU 
facilities.  “It  will  mean  that  we 
will  have  probably  in  excess  of  90 
per  cent  utilization  of  all  class- 
rooms and  laboratories  on  the 
basis  of  a 44-hour  week,  which  is 
about  nine  hours  a day,  five  days 
a week.” 

He  asserted  he  has  enough  faith 
in  faculty  that  “if  we  together  will 
catch  the  vision  of  what  we  can  do 
at  this  University,  you  can  come 
up  with  the  remedies  to  some  j 
great  problems.  Our  building  pro-j 
gram  has  made  impressive  strides,  [ 
but  now  our  basic  and  more  im- 
portant challenge  is  to  create  vis- 
ions in  our  scholastically  improved 
studentbody  so  that  a greatly  im- 1 


proved  Latter-day  Saint  culture  will 
arise  and  endure. 

President  Wilkinson  stated, 
“With  our  excellent  Franklin  S. 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Building  and  our 
enlarged  program  in  the  fina  arts, 
I hope  we  can  inspire  the  creative 
minds  of  young  people  and  produce, 
playwrights,  composers,  and  art- 
ists that  will  lift  the  artistic  pro- 
duction of  the  world  fram  present 


sordid  levels. 

The  executive  said  he  was  en- 
couraged by  the  example  being 
set  by  the  Honors  Program,  in 
which'  about  650  gifted  students  are 
participating  in  the  enriched  cur- 
riculum and  accelerated  study.

GOSPEL  A GOAL 

- “As  men  devote  more  time  to 
their  specialties  they  have  a ten- 


dency to  pull  apart  unless  they 
have  a common  goal,”  Elder  Rom- 
ney said.  “At  BYU  we  have  the 
common  goal  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ.” 

The  churchman  said  the  direct- 
ing power  of  BYU  resides  in  the 
priesthood  of  the  Church,  primarily 
the  General  Authorities  who  make 
up  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

“The  president  of  this  school  has 
no  alternative  but  to  carry  out  the 
orders  of  the  Board,”  he  said.  “The 
Board  has  the  responsibility  for 


the  physical  plant  as  well  as  the 
academic  instruction.  We  must  be 
united  in  the  acceptance  of  these 
procedures  or  we  cannot  be  suc- 
cessful.” . 

SCHOLASTIC  AIMS 

He  asserted  the  Board  desires 
that  BYU  be  unexcelleed  scholas- 
tically. “There  is  every  reason 
why  it  should  excel.  But  the  Board 
also  keeps  in  mind  the  lofty  spirit- 
ual purposes  the  University  was 
meant  to  fulfill.” 


He  urged  the  faculty  to  strive 
for  unity  in  the  gospel  and  to  im- 
prove their  knowledge  of  the  gos- 
pel.

Mentally  Retarded  Child 


Communication  with  the  mental- 
ly retarded  child  is  often  comp- 
licated by  the  fast  that  the  child 
may  suffer  from  physical  defects 
as  well  as  mental  retardation,  ac- 
cording to  J.  Lorin  Jeex  in  an 
address  to  the  seminar  in  physical 
education  for  the  mentally  re- 
tarded which  is  being  held  on  the 
BYU  campus  this  week. 

Jex,  assistant  professor  of 
speech  at  BYU,  said  poor  heearing, 
eyesight,  or  any  other  physical 
problem  compounds  the  job  of  ed- 
ucating the  student. 

He  admonished  the  group  of  80 
college  and  university  educators 
that  “The  education  of  the  mental- 
ly retarded  child  is  one  of  the  most 
challenging  jobs  faced  by  our 
society  today.” 

Parents  can  play  an  important 


role  in  the  education  of  theier  re- 
tarded child  by  reinforcing  the 
child’s  attempts  to  talk  and  com- 
municate in  other  ways,  he  said. 
“The  inability  to  communicate 
with  others  can  cause  serious 
emotional  problems  for  the  child,” 
Jex  said.

The  technique  of  dynamic  reading  was 
discovered  by  a Utah  schoolteacher.
